Although Mr, Cutler believes 
that Lao Harvey Oswald did not shoot President Kennedy, he does 
thinfc that o*::bcrs of s conspiracy used traditional weapon* as 
well ss ttw above-re foreneed vushrells in attacking the 
Presidential uotorcado* Mr. Cutlar also alleged Central 
Intelligence Agency, Federal Bureau of investigation, U. 8. 
Military, corporate, and organised cxioo Involvement in t*- ■> 
ascussinatlon conspiracy* - 

Many of the theories propcssd by Mr. Cutler wora closely 
ara.ained by the Warren Coandaalon, Federal Bureau of Invtati- 
gaticn, and Select Coacaittee on Assassinations of the U. 8. 

Bouse of Representatives. Tho findings of tha Cossaittcu which 
refer to thoea issues way be found on pages 147-225 of that 
body's final report. Cosx&ittee herring proceedings relevant 
to Mr. cutler's allegation of an umbrella weapon ara reported 
at Volume IV, pages 425-453, of the Coioaittce Report. Although 
no evidentiary support for *>ny of Kr.
